A dozen supposedly dangerous pa­ 
tients were reported still at large 
early today. 
It was o n e * of the worst institu­ 
tional fires in Illinois’ history. 
The 
building, witnesses said, seemed to 
go up in one great burst of flame. It 
was given the name “death house" 
when ‘it was the property of Cook 
County 
because 
of its flimsy con­ 
struction, it is said. 
It was 800 feet 
long and 400 feet wide, one story 
high at one end, and rose to two 
stories at the other. 
It housed ap­ 
proximately 600 
patients 
suffering 
with the milder forms of insanity. 
A num ber of the patients were epi­ 
leptics, usually in full control of their 
faculties, and they aided in rescuing 
the helpless. 
it was thought at first that all per­

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THE ARMY AS AN ASSET. 


General Pershing 
has 
urged that the 
regular army be brought back to a strength 
of 150,000 enlisted men and 13,000 offi­ 
cers. 
That is a tiny military establishment 
for a nation of more than 110,000,000 peo­ 
ple spread over so vast an area; yet there 
seems to be rather a poor prospect of get­ 
ting congressional action in line with Gen­ 
eral Pershing’s recommendation. It is true, 
as the New York Times declares, that ‘'only 
on the presumption that the United States 
will not be dragged into military operations 
•n a major scale in our generation can con­ 
gress deny General Pershing’s plea,” but a 
large portion of the public and perhaps a 
majority of congress are ready to proceed 
on precisely that presumption. 
Perhaps, instead of emphasizing the 
ever present possibility of war as a com­ 
pelling reason 
for maintaining a regular 
force of a certain strength, it might be bet­ 
ter to recall to the minds of the people the 
fact, which few remember or realize, that 
in peace times the army has useful and im­ 
portant functions which cannot be perform­ 
ed if the regular force is allowed to dwin­ 
dle away 
to practically 
nothing. 
This 
phase of the subject has been brought out 
admirably by the New York World, which 
says: 
“The whole northwest was opened 
by army assistance. 
Army engineers 
conducted nearly all the preliminary 
explorations, 
constructed 
the roads 
and trails leading west, built canals 
and bridges, conducted 
surveys and 
made the maps. 
They even built and 
operated the earlier railroads. 
Begin­ 
ning with the construction of the old 
Chesapeake and Ohio canal and the 
Erie canal, army engineers continued 
their activities upon every navigable 
waterway, and their work has been of 
such excellence that there is a general 
agreement that our governmental en­ 
gineering projects are unexcelled any­ 
where. 
The corps of engineers have 
expended more than a billion dollars 
with consistent record of integrity and 
economy. 
In the development of the 
steel industry the army played an im­ 
portant part. 
The ordinance depart­ 
ment introduced alloy steels and pre­ 
scribed the use of nickel steel when 
there were practically no other uses 
for such grades and when only two or 
three companies were capable of their 
manufacture. The science of this man­ 
ufacture that has revolutionized the 
industry began in 1798 with a contract 
for 10,000 muskets. The army first or­ 
ganized the weather bureau, using the 
discoveries 
of 
the 
naval 
scientist 
Maury. 
Today it is rivaling the navy 
in perfecting the art of flying, with too 
narrow appropriations and a heroism 
among the younger officers not differ­ 
ent from that which war demands.” 
This summary does not tell the whole 
story of the peace-time activity and useful­ 
ness of the 
army, 
but it should help to 
bring to the attention of many p e o p l e an as­ 
pect of the 
army 
maintenance 
question 
which is generally not considered at all by 
the public. 
The work which the army has 
done and still does in time of peace has 
been and is worth many times what the 
army costs and has cost; and a great deal 
of it is work which only the army can do 
because there exists no other organization 
capable of undertaking and executing it. 


By comparison, it is not much that General 
Pershing asks for. 
Congress should act in 
accordance with his advice.

GLARING HEADLIGHTS. 


The “glaring headlight” abuse seems to 
be the subject of energetic protest in many 
parts of the country. Says the Philadelphia 
Record: 
“Next to reckless driving, the use of 
glaring headlights which 
blind the 
eyes of all who come within reach of 
their rays is undoubtedly 
the 
most 
prolific cause of automobile accidents 
at night. The laws of practically every 
state recognize this fact and seek to 
regulate headlight illumination so that 
it may be sufficient for the driver’s 
purpose without interfering with the 
safe management of the vehicles he 
encounters on the highway. 
Our own 
state law specifically limits the candle- 
power of headlights to 32, and pro­ 
vides that they must be equipped with 
reflectors so designed that no dazzling 
rays of light shall rise more than 42 
inches above the ground at a point 75 
feet ahead of the lamps.” 
Th is part of the country is not unique, 
therefore, in the danger to which its inhabi­ 
tants are exposed through the habitual dis­ 
regard of many motorists for the laws and 
regulations governing the 
use of glaring 
headlights. 
The Record is probably cor­ 
rect in its statement that this, next to reck­ 
less driving, is the most prolific cause of 
automobile accidents at night. 
Undoubt­ 
edly one of the most effective moves the au­ 
thorities could make would be an active 
crusade against motorists who needlessly 
burn their glaring lights in city streets as 
well as on country highways. The practice 
is being indulged in here to a greater ex­ 
tent than ever and energetic measures are 
needed to put a stop to it

It is this: why has Mr. Ford sud­ 
denly and unexpectedly come out for Cool­ 
idge? 
Is it because he expects the admin­ 
istration to turn Muscle Shoals over to him?

Many people will take stock in it, neverthe­ 
less. That is inevitable and, instead of get- 
tng angry, Mr. Ford would do well to rea­ 
son with the suspicious ones and labor dili­ 
gently to persuade them of his sincerity. 
As for the political consequences of his 
announcement, though a great many peo­ 
ple would have supported Mr. Ford if he 
had made a try for the presidency, prob­ 
ably only a few people will support another 
candidate simply because Mr. Ford is sup­ 
porting him. 
The great majority of the 
people who would have voted for Mr. Ford 
are not going to vote for Mr. Coolidge.

will be thirsty again,

anyone 
who drinks the water that I will give 
him will never be thirsty, but the 
water that I will give him will be 
come a spring of water within him, 
bubbling up for eternal life.” 
The woman said to him, 
“Give me this water, sir, so that 
I may never be thirsty, nor have to 
come all this w*ay to draw water.” 
He said to her, 
“Go and call your husband 
and 
come back here.* 
The woman answered. 
“I have no husband.” 
Jesus said to her. 
You are right when you say you 
have no husband, for you have had 
five husbands and the man you are 
now’ living with is not y°ur husband.

The sick man answered, 
“I have nobody, sir, to put me into 
the pool w’hen the water stirs, but 
while I am getting down someone 
else steps in ahead of me.” 
Jesus said to him, 
“Get up, pick up your mat, and 
walk!” 
And the

was 
immediately 
cured, and he picked up his mat and 
walked. 
Now it was the Sabbath. 
So the 
Jews said to the man who had been 
cured, 
“It is the Sabbath, and it is against 
the Law for you to carry jour mat.” 
But he answered, 
“The man who cured me said to 
me, ‘Pick up your mat and walk.’ *’ 
They asked him, 
‘Who was it that said to you, ‘Pick 
it up and w*alk’?” 
But the man who had been cured 
did not know who it was, for as there 
was a crowd there. Jesus had left the 
place. Afterward Jesus found him in 
the Temple, and said to him, 
“See! You are well again. Give up 
! sin, or something worse may happen 


I to you.” 
The man went and told the Jews 
that it was Jesus who had cured 


j 


j him. This was w hy the Jews used tc 
[persecute 
Jesus, 
because 
he 
did 
things like this on the Sabbath. But 
he answered them, 
“My father is still at work, and I 
work too.” 
On account of this the Jews w*ere 
all the more eager to kill him, be- 
| cause he not only broke the Sabbath 
hut actually called God his Father, 
thus putting himself on an equality 
with God. 
So Jesus answered them, 
“I tell you. the Son cannot do any­ 
thing of his own accord, unless he 
sees the Father doing It. 
For what­ 
ever the Father does, the Son also 
j does. 
For the Father loves the Son 
land lets him see everything that he 
himself is doing, and he will let him 
[see greater deeds than these, to make 
you wonder. 
For just as the Father 
awakens the dead and makes them 
j come to life, the Son makes anyone 
whom he chooses come to life. 
For 
the Father passes judgment on no 
one, but he has committed the judg­ 
ment entirely to the Son. so that all 
men may honor the Son just as much 
as they honor the Father. 
Whoever 
(refuses to honor the Son refuses to 
honor the Father w*ho sent him. 
I 
tell you, whoever listens to my mes- 
i.sage and believes him w’ho has sent 
me, possesses eternal life, and will 
not come to judgment, but has al­ 
ready passed out of death into life. I 
tell you, the time is coming—it is 
here already!—when those who are 
dead will listen to the voice of the 
Son of God, and those who listen to it 
will live. 
For just as the Father is 
self-existent, he has given self-exist- 
ience to the Son, and he has given 
him the authority to act as judge, be­ 
c a u se he is son of man. 
Do not be 
surprised at this, for the time is com­ 
ing when all who are In their graves 
will listen to his voice, and those 
; who have done right will come out 


J to resurrection and life, and those 
j who have done wrong, to resurrection 
: and judgment. 
I cannot do anything 
of my own accord. 
I pass judgment 
u t as I am told to do, and my judg- 
j m it is just, for I am not seeking to 
'do what I please, but w’hat pleases 
him who has sent me. 
“If I testify to myself, my testi­ 
mony Is not true. 
It is someone else 
who testifies to me, and I know that 
the te stimony that he gives about me 
lls true. You yourselves sent to John, 
and he testified to the truth. 
But 
the testimony that I accept is not 
from any man; I am only saying this 
that you may be saved. 
He was the 
lamp that burned and shone, and 
you w re ready to be gladdened for a 
while by his light. 
But I have high­ 
er testimony 
than 
John’s, for the 
[things that my Father has intrusted 
to me to accomplish, the very things 
that I am doing, are proof that my 
Father has sent me, and my Father 
who has sent me has thus borne wit­ 
ness to me. 
You have never heard 
his voice or seen his form, and you 
do not keep 
his 
message 
in your 
hearts, for you do not believe the 
messenger who he has sent. 
You 
pore over the 
Scriptures, 
for you 
think that you will find eternal life 
in them, and these very Scriptures 
testify to me, yet 
you 
refuse to 
i come to me for life. 
I do not accept 
any honor from men, hut I know* well 
you have not the love of God in your 
hearts. 
I have come in my Father’s 
name, and you refuse to accept me. 
If someone else comes in his own 
name you will accept him. 
Yet how 
can you believe in me, w hen you ac­ 
cept honor from one another instead 
of seeking the honor that comes 
from the one God? 
Do not suppose 
that I will accuse you to the Father. 
Moses 
is 
your accuser—Moses, on 
whom you have fixed your hopes! 
For if you really believed Moses, you 
I would believe me, for it was about 
;me that he wrote. 
But If you refuse 
I to believe what he w rote, how are 
you ever to believe what I say?" 
After this Jesus went to the other 
side of the Sea of Galilee, or Tiberias, 
[and a great crowd followed him, be­ 
cause they could see things he show’­ 
ed in w hat he did for the sick. 
But 
Jesus went up on the hill, and sat 
j down there with his disciples. 
Now 
; the Jewish festival of tho Passover 
I was coming. 
So Jesus, raising his 
eyes and seeing that a great crowd 
was coming up to him. said to Philip, 
“Where can we buy food for these 
[people to eat?” 
Now he said this to test him, for 
he knew* what he meant to do. Philip 
I answered, 
“Forty dollars 
worth 
of 
bread 
w ould not be enough for each of them 
j to have even a little.” 
Andrew’, Simon Peter’s brother, an- 
j other of his disciples, said to him. 
“There is a boy here who has five 
barley loaves and a couple of fish, 
but what is that among so many peo­ 
ple?” 
Jesus said, 
“Make the people sit down.” 
There was plenty of grass there, so 


I tho men 
threw 
themselves 
down, 
about five thousand of them. 
Then 
Jesus took 
the 
loaves, 
and 
gave 
thanks, and distributed them among 
the people who were resting on the 
ground, and in 
the 
same 
way as 
much of the fish as they wanted. 
When they were satisfied, he said to 
his disciples, 
“Pick up the pieces that are left, 
so that nothing may be wasted.” 
So they picked them up, and they 
filled twelve baskets with pieces of 
the five barley loaves that were left 
after the people had eaten. 
When the people saw* the signs that 
he showed, they said, 
“This is really 
the

So Jesus, seeing that they meant 
to come and carry him off to make 
J him king, retired again to the hill by 


I himself. 
But in the evening his disciples 
: went down to the sea and got into 
a bout and started across the sea 'or 
Capernaum. By this time it was dark, 
and Jesus had not yet Joined them; a 
strong wind was blowing and the sea 
was growing rough. 
When they had rowed three or four 
miles, they saw Jesus walking on 
the sea and approaching the boat, 
and they were terrified.

“It Is I; do not be afraid!”

Then as soon as they consented to 
take him into the boat, the boat was 
at the shore they had been trying to 
reach.

Into Everyday American

“I am to be with you a little while 
longer, and then I am going to him 
!who has sent me. You will look for 
me and you will not find me, and 
you will not be able to go where I 
; shall be.” 
Then the Jews said to one an­ 
other, 
“Where is he going, that we shall 
not find him? 
Is he going to our 
people scattered among the Greeks, 
and will he teach the Greeks? What 
does he mean by saying ‘T’ou will 
look for me and you will not find me, 
and you will not be able to go where 
I shall be’?” 
Now on the last day, the great day 
of the festival, Jesus stood up and 
crDd out, 
“If anyone is thirsty, let him come 
to me and dring. If anyone believes in 
me, streams of living water, as the 
Scripture says, shall flow forth from 
his heart.” 
He meant by this the Spirit which 
those who believed in him were to re­ 
ceive—for the Spirit had not yet 
come, because 
Jesus 
had not yet 
been glorified. 
So some of the peo­ 
ple, when they heard these words, 
said, 
“This is certainly the Phophet!” 
Others said, 
“This is the Christ!” 
But they rejoined, 
“What! 
Is the Christ to come 
from Galilee? Do not the Scriptures 
say that the Christ is to spring from 
the 
descendants 
of David 
and to 
come from the village of Bethlehem 
where David lived?” 
So the people were divided about 
him, and some of them wanted to ar­ 
rest him, yet no one laid hands on 
him. 
The attendants went back to the 
high priests and Pharisees, and they 
said to the attendants, 
‘Why have you not brought him?” 
The attendants answered,

Then Jesus spoke to them again 
and said. 
“I am the light of the world. Who­ 
ever follows me will not have to 
walk in darkness but will have the 
light of life.” 
The Pharisees said to him, 
“You are 
testifying to yourself. 
Your testimony is not true.” 
Jesus answered, 
“Even if I am testifying to myself, 
my testimony Is 
true, 
for I know 
where I have come from and where 
I am going; but you do not know 
where I come from or where I am 
going. 
You judge by material stan­ 
dards, but I am judging nobody. But 
even if I do judge, my decision is 
just, because I am not by myself, but 
the Father who sent me is with me. 
Why, in your own Law it Is stated 
that the testimeny of two persons is 
valid. 
Here I am testifying to my­ 
self, and the Father who has sent me 
testifies to me.” 
Then they said to him, 
“Where is your Father?” 
Jesus answered, 
“You do not know either me or my 
Father. If you knew me, you would 
know my Father too.” 
He sail these things In the treas­ 
ury, as he was teaching in the Tem­ 
ple, and no one arrested him, because 
he was not yet ready. 
Then he said to them again, 
“I am going away, and you will 
look for me, but you will die in the 
midst of your sin. You cannot come 
where I am going.” 
So the Jews said. 
“Is he going to kill himself, and Is 


that why he says, ‘You cannot come 
where I am going?’ ” 
He raid to them, 
“You are from below; I am from 
above. 
Yrou belong to this world; I 
do not belong to this world. That is 
why I said to you that you would die 
in the midst of your sins, for unless 
you believe that I am what I say, you 
will die in the midst of your ains.” 
They said to him, 
“Who are you?” 
Jesus said to them, 
“Why do I even talk to you at all! 
I have a great deal to say about you 
and to condemn in you, yet he whc 
sent me is truthful, and the things 
that I say to the world are things 
that I have learned from him.” 
They did not understand that he 
was speaking to them of the Father. 
So Jesus said, 
"When you lift the Son of Man up 
in the air, then you will know that 
I am what I say, and that I do noth 
ing of my own accord, but speak as 
the Father has instructed me. 
And 
he who has sent me is with me; ne 
has not left me alone, for I always 
do what pleases him.” 
As he said this, many believed 
In him. 
So Jesus said to the Jews who had 
believed in him, 
“If you abide by wffiat I teach, you 
are really disciples of mine, and you 
will know the truth and the truth 
will set you free.” 
They answered, 
"We are descended from Abraham, 
and have never been anyone’s slaves. 
How can you say to us, ‘You will be 
set free?' ” 
Jesus answered, 
“I tell you, everyone who commits 
sin is a slave to sin. 
Now a slave 
does not belong to a household per­ 
manently; but a son does. So if the 
Son sets you free you will be really 
free. I know that you are descended 
from Abraham, yet you want to kill 
me, because there is no room in your 
hearts for my teaching. 
It is what 
I have seen in the presence of my 
Father that I tell, and it is what you 
have heard from 
your father that 
you do.” 
They answered, 
"Our father is Abraham.” 
Jesus said to them, 
“lf you are Abraham’s 
children, 
then do what Abraham did. 
But in­ 
stead you are trying to kill me, a 
man who has told you the truth he 
has heard from God. Abraham would 
not have done that. 
You are doing 
as your father does.” 
They said to him, 
“We are not illegitimate children 
We have one father, God himself.” 
Jesus said to them, 
"lf God were your 
father, 
you 
would love me, for I have come from 
God. 
I have not come of my own 
accord, but he sent me. 
Why is it 
that you do not understand what I 
say? It is because you cannot bear 
to listen to my message. 
The devil 
is the father you are sprung from, 
and you want to carry out your fath­ 
er’s wishes. He was a murderer from 
the first, and he has nothing to do 
with the truth, for there is no truth 
in him. 
When 
he tells a 
lie, 
he 
speaks in his true character, for he 
is a liar aud the father of them. But 
because I tel^ the truth you will not 
believe me. 
Who am jug you eau 
prove me guilty of sin? But if I tell 
you the truth, why do you refuse to 
believe me? Whoever is sprung from 
God listens to God's words. The rea­ 
son you refuse to-listen is that you 
are not sprung from God.” 
The Jews answered, 
“Are we not light in saying that 
you are a Samaritan and are possess­ 
ed?” 
Jesus answered, 
“I am not possessed, but I have re* 
spect tor my leather, and you have no 
respect for me. 
But I do not seek 
honor for myself; there is someone 
who seeks it for me, and is the judge 
gf it. I tell you, if anyone observes 
my teaching, he will 
never experi­ 
ence death.”

Roll out very J 
thin and cut w ith a biscuit cutter i 
into even rounds, in even numbers. =

SIM PLE pudding easy to pre­ 
pare and well liked by all, is: 
Cottage Pudding.—Cream two ta ­ 
blespoonfuls cf butter, add three- 
fourths of a cupful cf sugar grad­ 
ually, one beaten egg, aDd alternate 
one-half cupful cf milk with one

well sifted, with two teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder.

For the sauce, take 
three-fourths of a cupful of sugar,

others studied. 
She was laying eggs ;

developed the crow’ of the cock pig­ 
eon. 
D uring this period th e
